A few minutes of leisurely walking

house. Gen. Hancock wan asleep in 
his great four-poster bed, when Paul 
Revere rode to his door and kicked 
In the panals with his heavy riding 
boots It Is said. The writer spent the 
greater portion of two weeks In this 
ancient dwelling. 
Its sagging roofs 


and weather-beaten sides still defy 
the entrance of rain and snow, for the 
New England Historical Society has 
kept It In a state of preservation. The 
door Is opened to the public by a 
while-headed daughter of the'Revolu- 
tion, herself a relic as Interesting as 
the curios with which she Is surround- 
ed. Longfellow, in ills story of Paul 
Hovore's ride, does not speak of this 
early morning awakening of the gouty 
general.
